Nol only arc inflicting the stom- 
ach with an unnccsesarv amount of 
work when we crowd it with food, 

but we are to the same extent Im- 
posing upon the oilier organs 
a matter of fact, it is the livei 
which generally gets the brunt of 
the extra burden, though the heart 
and kidneys are affected lo a great- 
er or less degree. 
Among the disorders caused by 

this superfluous condition are 
haemorrhoids, or bleeding piles.

Ether was used at St. Mary's 
Hospital in Hobokon yesterday, pro- 
bably for the first time to determine 
whether an able bodied young man 
who maintained that he was a deaf- 
mute was really such or jusi a com- 
mon faker. The o.xpet inient proved 
conclusively that the subject pos- 
sessed a rare gift of gab and satis- 
fied the doctors and policeman who 

worked the unusnal third degree 

that I hey could toll a make believe, 
dummy al si^ht when they saw one 
The subject was arrested at the 
Delaware, Lackawanna ami West- 
ern Railroad station two days ago 
while panhandling among sympa- 
thetic Jersey commuters with the 

aid of eaids containing a message j 

from the deaf and dumb, which 
explained that a severe attack of 
typhoid fever had deprived Charles 
Seymour of his speech and hearing 
and had driven him to the painful 
necessity. of earning an honest II v- 

Inif by Belling the liille cards al the 
rale of 10 cents per. The deaf and 
dumb alphabet was printed on the 
reverse side of the pasteboard. 

Seymour was locked up at police 
headquarters as a disorderly person 
and different policemen wasted 

hours in writing to and receiving 
notes from the prisoner. 

Chief of Police Hayes and Pa- 
trolman Daniel Kielly, the Bortillon 
operator, had a hunch lhal Seymour 
could bo induced to talk with the 
aid of a little well selected moral 
suasion, and Invited Dr. William 
.1. Ailitz, the police surgeon, lo 
engineer the job. James Forbes, 
special agent of the New York 
Charily Organization Society and 
head oh he mendicancy department, 
was invited to witness the third 
nt lo Hobokon to sec 
how it worked 

Dr Arliiz had a session wilh the 
"mute" at Police Headquarters 
and poked all the I a miliar funny 
bones in the piisonor's body in a 
well meant endeavor to make Hie 
man say " Onch !" but Seymour 
never peeped. 

"I. el's take him to St. Mary's and 
give him ether," said the police siir 
geou. "That will make fiim talk if 
anything will." Seymour simply 
smiled and dashed off a niessa 
a pad that he couldn't understand 
why all hands were worrying about 
a poor deaf-mute Then In 
put into the patrol wagon. 

When ibe prisoner was led into 

an operating room al Ihe hospital 
he glanced at the bare walls, an 1 
calling foi paper and pencil wrote: 
" Why am 1 brought here? I am 

not in need of medical treatment, 
This is a hospital." 

Dr. Arid/, wrote: " 'Sou are go- 
ing to be etherized to determine if 
you are a faker " 

" I am not a faker." wrote Sey- 
mour, and I Object to being placed 
Under the influence of any drug 

Further more, 1 have eaten a heavy 
meal tins a. m." 

Nobody ever heard of "heavy 
meal-" being handed out in the 
Hoboken city prison, and the 
workers of the third degiee wore 
more convinced than ever that the 
" mule" was an impostor. 

Seymour was directed by signs 
and otherwise to talk mighty quick 
or strip for the ordeal and before 
climbing out of his duds he scribbled 
the following : 

" 1 object lo this and will see about 
redress when 1 get mil." 

Then he was si retched out on 
(he operating (able. 

Among those who gathered about 

the " mute" as Dr. Ailitz adminis- 
tered the ether were Dr Bryan, the 
house physician. Dr. J C Fan, 

Dr. Fowler, Mr. Forbes and Police- 
man Kiely, who hold a well sharpen- 
ed pencil and nolo book in hand. 

Sevnioui is a powerfully built 
man of \!'i, strong willed and deter 
mined, and it look some time 
the ati.'ostholic to work As hi 
coming to he cleared his throat and 
began lo warble " Who Sang Thai 

Song, Joe ?" He repeated the line 
three times before opening Bis

Ho said 
that as a rule men who could 
noil her speak nor hear were honest 
and industrious. 

Dr. Ailitz advised the Recorder 
not lo permit Seymour to testify in 
his own behalf until his brain was 
dear and he had time to think it 
over, and the prisoner was remanded 
to a cell until to-morrow morning. 
The doctor called the stunt a 
" scientific demonstration." 

Chief of Police Hayes had not 
intended that the doctors should 
make public the secrets of the third 
degree, but theirstory had been told 
in court before ho had a chance 
to request them to keep mum on the 
dumb subject. 

" Il wouldn't surprise me at all," 
said the chief later, " if impostors 
like Sev mour were treated to liberal 
quantities ofethei in othei oiti< 
case they get stubborn and refuse 
to tali. 

Seymour told the police that ho 
formerly lived in Richmond, \ a , 
and became a mule by profe 
because he was unable* lo get work 
and had lo do something ea- 
earn a comfortable living. Hh 
ing residence, he said, is n 
Front Street, New York City. 

Forbes said that in his opinion 
Seymour belonged to the yeggman 
fraternity, The "mute" said he 
didn't. 

Seymour was very talkative last 
night, and apparently wanted lo 
make up for lost time. He hailed 
every policeman who came near his 
Cell and talked about the weather 
and all sorts of things. He said he 
•orry lie hud caused the cops 
and olociors so much trouble, and 
hoped they would forgive him for 
keeping up the mute bluff until they 
made made him unconscious. 

" (be." he said to Roundsman 
Hilly O'Donohiio, " lint that ether 
did make me sick. No more deaf 
and dumb business for mine."

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas (Inllaudet, 
D.D., by tin' erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The preiwnl Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just weBt 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a bTUldln.g as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and beaoenter 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallanaet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
witli which his narre has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and i ' of the 
deal-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required lor " The Gall 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
Silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
